It’s a go o d 
questio n fo r parents—bo th Catho lic 
and no n-Catho lic—to think abo ut. 


Religio n, as Catho lics see it, is 
no t a subject to be set apart fro m 
o ther fields o f learning. On the 
co ntrary, it is the v ery co re and 
center and hub o f all human kno wl­ 
edge. It is the go v erning facto r in 
o ur understanding and apprecia­ 
tio n o f all o ther learning. It relates 
all o f the kno wledge we acquire to 
the div ine purpo ses fo r which we 
were created. 


Children canno t, o f co urse, get 
this kind o f educatio n in public 
scho o ls. There is a law against it, 
and a ruling o f the Supreme Co urt 
has been interpreted by many states 
as pro hibiting public scho o ls fro m 
ev en excusing children fo r o utside 
classes in religio us instructio n.

Some people will emphatically say 
"no" They will contend that the 
purpose of education is to train 
the mind ... to make good citizens 
... to equip children to use their 
talents foe useful living. 


And some of them will argue 


that it is un-American, un-demo- 
cratic, and un necessary for Catho­ 
lics to maintain their own schools. 
The public schools, they say, are 
all we need.

Children cannot, of course, get 
ffiis kind of education in public 
schools. There is a law against it, 
and a ruling of the Supreme Court 
has been interpreted by many states 
as prohibiting public schools from 
even excusing children for outside 
classes in religious instruction.

Tho ugh weather fo recasters are the butt 
o f many jo kes, they are co nsulted fre­ 
quently . As many |>eo ple rely o n them as 
|)o ke fun at them. In fact, pro bably mo re 
peo ple hav e direct co ntact with the U. S. 
Weather Bureau than with any o ther fed­ 
eral agency , ex cept po ssibly the Bureau o f 
Internal Rev enue. 
Last y ear, perso ns in a do zen o f the 
natio n s larger cities spent mo re mo ney fo r 
telepho ne calls to get auto matic weather 
repo rts than was spent by the federal go v ­ 
ernment fo r the entire weather serv ice. 
Abo ut 19 ,000,000 o f these telepho ne calls 
fo r weather info rmatio n were made in Chi­ 
cago alo ne. 
The entire weather bureau appro priatio n 
last \ear was appro x imately $24 ,000,000, 
acco rding to fo recaster Charles R. J o hnso n. 
No go v ernment serv ice co mes cheaper than 
this in terms o f v alue receiv ed. 
Mr. J o hnso n, in a recent talk, said that 
fo recasters hav e attained accuracy o f 85 
to 88 per cent. New1 techniques and studies 
giv e pro mise o f an ev en higher lev el o f 
accuracy . 
The impo rtance o f weather fo recasting 
is fully ackno wledged by residents o f the 
No rtheast states after last summer’s bat­ 
tering by hurricanes Edna and Caro l. 
Weather Bureau scientists no w declare that 
the entire Atlantic seabo ard sho uld be co n­ 
sidered. part o f the hurricane zo ne. With 
the likeliho o d o f mo re hurricanes to co me, 
the serv ices o f the Weather Bureau will be 
needed to a greater ex tent. 
Altho ugh its o ccasio nal mistakes are o b­ 
v io us, the Weather Bureau do es perfo rm a 
remarkable serv ice. The humo r it inv ites 
sho uld no t be allo wed to o bscure its v alue 
to the natio n, o r the tremendo us ex tent 
to which we Americans rely o n it.

GHOSTWRITERS AND CENSORS 
Some weeks ago, Harrison Smith, Associate 
Editor of “The Saturday Review,” quarrelled pub­ 
licly with the Library of Congress, because; 
“My pleasure gave way to amazement and 
anger, however, when I received this week a 
script in which what I was to say in the discus­ 
sion was all w ritten out—by someone else—and 
without my having been consulted at all. I was 
invited to add or alter!” 
It is announced that subsequently Mr. Smith 
made his peace with the Library of Congress be­ 
cause he realized that the limitations of radio 
time or something of the sort required an avoid­ 
ance of repetition of the same m aterial by dif­ 
ferent speakers. I heard that one about 20 years 
ago. 
I am sometimes asked to speak on “unre­ 
hearsed programs on radio or television; you 
know’, those so-called debates. If I say "yes,” 
shortly before the occasion, a request comes for 
a copy of the opening statem ent. To this my of­ 
fice replies routinely that I shall have no copy. 
A hassle ensues and I provide no copy. If the 
sponsor, advertisers, radio stations and the FCC 
require an advance copy, they can do the appear­ 
ing. 
If the inviter still keeps me on the program, 
another dodge is tried: will all the guest speakers 
come to the studio about an hour and a half be­ 
fore time to talk things over? One shindig even 
provided a meal. This talking things over is a 
rehearsal and the subtle idea is that if a speaker 
is to foul their rules, they will know’ in advance 
how to handle him. For television shows, the 
dodge exists that makeup time is necessary, this 
consisting of smearing your face with pancake 
makeup and painting your eyebrows, if necessary. 
This operation takes a minute or two. 
Now along comes tape, a process that is so 
wonderful that any part of the tape can be cut 
away and the rest of it pasted together and no 
one can tell the difference. The censors can get 
their dirty work in and no one would b e‘the wiser, 
except the poor devil who submitted to the tre a t­ 
ment if he is w illing to listen to his owrn voice. 
It is astonishing how many speeches that we 
hear are w ritten by others than those who speak 
them. If men are made great by the words they 
utter, the ghost-writers should hold high office. 
In my younger days, when the wolf bayed at the 
door, I used to ghost-write. It would be dishonor­ 
able to tell who my clients w’cre, but there were 
those who rose to fame and fortune on my words, 
some of which, I am sure, they did not quite 


j understand even after they rose to fame and for- 
¡tune. The speech-writing mill of any candidate 
| for the Presidency these days is a disgraceful 
shop, the employes of which usually determine in 
advance what the candidate ought to say. The 
most successful ghost-writers of our time are 
| Robert Sherwood and Sam Rosenman who did 
! rem arkably well by their principal. 
It is too bad that Harrison Smith made his 


j peace with the Library of Congress. The issue 
was Sinclair Lewis about whom Smith knows 
I much and most others too little. Red Lewis was a 
I famous writer, jiow unfortunately not too remem­ 
bered. Smith telegraphed the Library of Con- 
! gress; 
“When I accepted your invitation to partici­ 
pate in a discussion of Sinclair Lewis and ‘Main 
Street.’ I assumed you expected me to speak my 
.own words. I decline to deliver words w ritten by 


j some one else on any subject, much less one I 
i know so well as I do this one. Editing sgmo one 
rise’s script is not the answer.” 
I wish he had stuck to that. Thev could have 
found someone else to talk on Lewis, maybe 
someone who never knew him and never read 


j “Main S treet” and therefore could be wholly ob­ 
jective. As objectivity and not knowledge is the 
current measure of correctness, to say nothing of 
; scholarship, the less one knows, the more nearly 
I his position is likely to conform to the moderation 
| w hich is now so popular. Sinclair Lewis lacked 
; the quality of moderation in his private life as in 
1 his novels. Had he received a script from the 
. Library of Congress, he probably would have 
I eaten the script and spewed it on the steps of 
the Library, with reporters present.

THE TEN COMMANDMENTS OF COOKING 
It was a groat step forward when man learned 
to use fire to cook food, not only for the sake of 
health but from the standpoint of taste, smell and 
appetite. Never before has such wide variety of 
food been available in all seasons of the year for 
everyone 
but there are a few simple rules w’e 
would all 
be wise to follow. These are called the 
Ten Commandments of Cooking in Carlton Fred­ 
erick's 
interesting 
book 
“Eat, 
Live 
and 
Be 
Merry.” 
1.—Avoid white food. Color in food is usually 
the sign 
of its vitamin value (except milk, of 
course!. 
Do not discard outer green leaves 
of 
vegetables such as cabbage, broccoli and lettuce, 
if they are eatable. Choose yellow turnips in pref­ 
erence to white, green celery rather than white; 
buy sweet potatoes more frequently. Prefer brown 
sugar to white, brown w hole wheat to white flour, 
brown unpolished rice to white. 
2.—Avoid stale food. Keep your food in the 
coolest available place, preferably a good icebox 
or refrigerator. Do not stock up on perishable 
food unless you have a freezer. Plan your menus 
to avoid leftovers if possible and buy the freshest 
food your m arket offers and your budget permits. 
3.—Eaf raw’ food once or twice a day—fruits 
and vegetables. Use a plastic rather than a steel 
knife to cut vegetables and fruits for salad use. 
4.—Choose cooking methods carefully to cut 
down on vitamin-mineral losses. Every cooking 
method has its faults and may destroy vitamin 
content to some extent but in order of preference 
he suggests pressure-cooking, waterless cooking, 
rapid boiling, steaming without pressure, broiling, 
1 baking. 
5.—Undercook rather than overcook with the 
exception of such foods as pork or dried beans 
and peas. 
% 
6.—Cook for the meal you are going to eat 
and serve food promptly after cooking. Do not 
cook for the next day. Cut down on the time 
elapsing between the purchase of food, its prep­ 
aration and its eating. 
7.—Keep air away from food as it destroys 
some vitamins. Cook in closed pots. 
8 .—Do not use soda to make green vegetables 
look greener after cooking as this also destroys 
vitamins. (A very small amount of soda may be 
used with green peas only). 
9 .—Do not discard cooking water. Use it in 
soups if possible because there may be more vita­ 
min and mineral values in it than in the vege­ 
tables themselves after they have been cooked. 
10.—Use butter as your principal cooking fat 
as it contains vitamin values that are not always 
present in other cooking fats.

But there are freely expressed 
Republican opinions that if pres­ 
ent trends continue, union labor 
control of the Democratic party 
or even a U. S. Labor party are 
possible. For the Republicans, 
this poses a problem of how to 
win more union labor support. 
Analyses of last November’s 
elections, looking primarily at 
the union labor vote influence, 
are still not yet completed. But 
the highlights are so readily dis­ 
cernible that they show a pat­ 
tern.

AP Newsfeatures — The new 
tax law added so me way s you 
can get part o f y o ur inco me out 
o f the tax co llecto r’s reach by 
ex cluding it fro m y o ur taxable 
inco me. 
The new law lets y o u ex clude 
fro m y o ur tax able inco me part 
or all inco me y o u get as retire­ 
ment-ty pe benefits, sick pay and 
div idends. In additio n there are 
new 
pro v isio ns 
o f dollar-and- 
cent interest to scho lars sup­ 
po rted o n grants, to parso ns and 
to po licemen. 
Possibly the biggest tax sav­ 
ing to the most people under the 
new exclusions will result from 
provisions for setting part of an ­ 
nuity or pension income aside 
tax free. 
THIS 
APPLIES 
to 
anyone 
who has annuity-type income re­ 
gardless of age or whether he is 
formally retired from business. 
There are 13 
million persons 
in the United States over 65, 
plus millions of younger persons, 
with annuity income — nearly 
one third of the taxpaying indi­ 
viduals in the country. 
Two general rules apply in ex­ 
cluding this type of income: 
You have the right to recover, 
tax free, from your annuity or 
pensions benefits as much as you 
have invested or paid into your 
benefit plan. (This doesn’t mean 
you can exclude payments you 
may be making now toward fu­ 
ture 
retirem ent 
benefits. 
You 
have to be getting the benefits 
now. And if you are, you may 
exclude 
from this 
benefit 
in­ 
come an amount equal to what 
you have paid in the past to­ 
ward it.) 
ALSO, 
IN 
GENERAL 
you 
may not exclude from your tax­ 
able income any part of retire­ 
ment income if you did not bear 
part of the cost. 
But you did 
bear part of the cost, even if 
you made no direct contribu­ 
tions. if you were taxed for part 
or all of your employer’s pay­ 
ments to the plan. 
You can 
usually get 
your cost 
figures 
from your former employer. 
You w’ill find a new schedule 
“E,” on page* 2 of form 1040, to 
en ter your exclusion for retire­ 
ment income. 
In schedule “K,” on page 4, 
you will find a place to work out 
any 
retirem ent 
income 
tax 
credit you may have. 
In working out your exclu­ 
sions and credits, refer to the 
instruction 
booklet 
furnished 
with your return form and — 
since this is a complex m atter— 
don’t hesitate to call on your lo­ 
cal internal revenue service of­ 
fice for help if you get confused. 
Sick Pay— 
The 19 54 tax law allows a 
new type of exclusion from your 
taxable income for pay you re­ 
ceive as wages while you are off 
work due to sickness or injury. 
There are some limitations. 
Sickness includes s i c k n e s s 
during pregnancy which inca­ 
pacitates you to work. The rev­ 
enue service has not yet ruled 
definitely, however, on how it 
will treat m atern ity leave. It is 
possible that all paid m aternity 
leave 
may 
be 
excluded 
from 
I your taxable income. 
Most sick pay plans fall into 
I two groups—those of which the 
cost is borne by the employer, 
I and those financed by contribu­ 
tions of the employe. The law 
makes different provisions for 
these: 
1. The amount of sick pay you 
exclude 
from 
taxable 
income 
may not exceed a weekly rate of 
$100 if it is received under a 
plan financed by your employer. 
But no part of your pay for the 
first 
seven 
calendar 
days 
of 


sickness or injury may be ex­ 
cluded unless you are hospital­ 
ized for at least one day a t any 
time during your illness. 
If your sick pay does not ex­ 
ceed $100 a week, and you are 
hospitalized, the entire amount 
may be excluded from your tax­ 
able income. But if you are paid 
at a rate in excess of $100 a 
week the excludable amount may 
be 
determined 
by a 
formula 
given on page 6 of the instruc­ 
tions. 
2. These 
limitations 
do not 
Ripply when your pay for sickness 
or injury is entirely attributable 
to your own contributions to a 
plan. In this case, the entire 
amount may be excluded. 
You will find a place at line 3 
on page 1 of form 1040, or at 
line 12 of form 1040A to en ter 
your sick pay exclusion. Attach 
a statem ent to your return ex­ 
plaining 
the 
exclusion. 
Both^ 
husband and wife can make sick 
pay exclusions on a joint return . 
It is possible that your em­ 
ployer did not withhold your in­ 
come tax on excludable sick pay 
you had during 19 54. 
But it is still necessary for 
you to show the amount of your 
sick pay, in order to cut your 
taxable 
income 
down 
tat the 
amount on which taxes have 
been paid. If you do not show 
your sick pay, you might get 
billed for taxes you do not owe. 
Accident and health benefits 
— Payments to you, direct or 
indirect, under accident or health 
plans may be excluded 
from 
your taxable income when paid 
to cover the costs of medical 
care for you, your wife or hus­ 
band, and your dependents. 
Dividends — with limitations 
noted below’, you can exclude 
from your taxable income up to 
$50 of income you get in the 
form of dividends. 
If you are filing a joint return, 
and you and your wife each had 
dividend income, each can ex­ 
clude dividends up to $50. 
You will find a new’ schedule 
“J,” at the top of page 4 of form 
1040. where you work out your 
dividend 
exclusion. 
On 
form

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THE TEN C O M M ANDM ENTS OE COOKING 
It was a groat step forw ard when man learned i 
to use fire to cook food, not only for the sake of ' 
health but from the standpoint of taste, smell and 
appetite. N ever before has such wide \ariety of 
food been available in ail seasons of the year for 
everyone but there are a few simple rules we 
would all be wise to follow. These are called the 
Ten Commandments of Cooking in Carlton Fred­ 
erick’s

M erry.” 
1. 
Avoid white food. Color in food is usually 
the sign of its vitamin value (except milk, of 
course!. Do not discard outer green leaves of 
vegetables such as cabbage, broccoli and lettuce, 
if they are eatable. Choose yellow turnips in pref­ 
erence to white, green celery rather than white; 
buy sweet potatoes more frequently. Prefer brown 
sugar to white, brown whole wheat to white flour, 
brown unpolished rice to white. 
2. 
Avoid stale food. Keep your food in the 
coolest available place, preferably a good icebox 
or refrigerator. Do not stock up on perishable 
food unless you have a freezer. Plan your menus 
to avoid leftovers if possible and buy the freshest 
food your m arket offers and your budget permits. 
3.—Eai raw food once or twice a day—fruits 
and vegetables. Use a plastic rather than a steel 
knife to cut vegetables and fruits for salad use. 
4.—Choose cooking methods carefully to cut 
down on vitamin-mineral losses. Every cooking 
method has its faults and may destroy vitamin 
content to some extent but in order of preference 
he suggests pressure-cooking, waterless cooking, 
rapid boiling, steam ing without pressure, broiling, 
baking. 
5.—Undercook rather than overcook with the 
exception of such foods as pork or dried beans 
and peas.

6.—Cook for the meal you are going to eat 
j and serve lood promptly after cooking. Do not 
I cook for the next day. Cut down on the time 
I elapsing between the purchase ol food, its prep­ 
aration and its eating. 
7.- Keep air away from food as it destroys 
; some vitamins. Cook in closed pots. 
8.—Do not use soda to make green vegetables 
look greener after cooking as this also destroys 
vitamins. ( A very small amount of soda may be 
used with green peas only!. 
9.- Do not discard cooking w ater. Use it in 
soups if possible because there may be more vita­ 
min and mineral values in it than in the vege­ 
tables themselves after they have been cooked. 
10.—Use butter as your principal cooking fat 
as it contains vitamin values that are not always 
present in other cooking fats.
